PRIEST’S DEATH.

Gerald Byrne and 
Co.) asked the Justice to refuse imforma- 
tions, and submitted that the evidence of 
those persons who saw the accident clearly 
proved that the accused man was in no way 
to blame. Father Fenton rushed from behind 
one tramcar m front of another, and the 
accused man did his best to pull up, and 
did pull up within the tram 's length. 

NO EVIDENCE OF NEGLIGENCE. 

The Justice said that there’ was an onus 
on the prosecution to direct his attention to 
any evidence showing negligence on the part 
of the accused man. 

Mr. Clarke said that a tramcar stopped 
for one or two reasons—to allow passengers to 
alight and others to get on. ‘He submitted 
that the accused man should have satisfied 
himself that no person was coming from the 
rear of the other tramcar.

ESSENTIALS OF CO-OPERATION: IN AGRICULTURE. 


at the annual general meeting of the 

Irish Agricultural Organisation Society 
last week: raise an old: question in a new 
form: what exactly is the meaning, and what 
are the-limits, of “ co-operation ” as applied, 
under - modern. canditions, to the. farmers’ 1n- 
dustry. in this countty? The question is of 


á inevitable reíerencas to co-operation 


actions, possibly on: State policy, and cer- 
tainly on farming practice; which it is tothe 
best interests of farmers and legislators care- 
fully to consider. It has been brought into 
public prominence in England ‘by: the intro- 
duction. this: month .of the Agricultural 
Marketing Bill. In that 
implications are, we think, but intperfeetly 
understood, but in. Ireland, with its scores of 
thousands of ‘‘ co-operative ” farmers, there 
is scant excage for misunderstandings. Yet, 
if the coge:-6 addresses ‘delivered “to those 
farmers’ -deivgates- last week by Sir 
Horace’ Plunkett ‘and Father Finlay. may 
be taken as measuring .the appreciation 
by their members of the ‘principles under- 
lying their dairying and other societies, 
we fear the rank and file have still much to 
learn of the fundamental. bases of the move- 
ment. It is not strange.if im these circum- 
stances the general public is somewhat con- 
fused as to what co-operation 1s and what it 
can or cannot do, in spite of the fact it 1s 
proved. to be. essential to success jn Irish 
farming: ' 


What "' Co-operation - 


Outside the movement of which we are now 
writing, co-operation is a term used in so 
indefinite a sense that confusion is pardonable 
if not inevitable. ‘The politician in India 
identifies it with a recognition of the existing 
State, and in France with a vague scheme for 
linking up the European powers into a federal 
scheme. «In England it. covers “a: system “of 
trading “in ‘‘ stores ” 
whose principal incentive, and,- indeed, in- 
———— ‘ts the annual “ dividend.’’ Thus 
the public itnind envisages in co-operation 
almost any form of loosely-knit. combination, 
which.» cam .be covered -by its -primary 
meaning, ‘‘ working together,” The Irish 
farmer knows a good‘ deal more about 
it than this. Thousands of his 
fellows-heve-been>~ delivered “fron “the 
power of. the gombeen man by co-operative 
credit; many more, by the operations of the 
co-operative agricultural ‘sdciety¥, have for the 
first time,.secured .for their land reliable 
seeds of fertilisers. or "equipment at bedrock 
prices, and, best of all, fhey have sold their

In some cases, of course, ignorance both -of 
principles and of procedure may be the root 
source of the weakening divisions which cause 
farmers to compete against farmers on 
the markets, to the undoing of the in- 
dustry as a whole. Recaleitrance 
én the part of a farming ~ community 
may be due in such cases to the absence of a 
well-disciplined organisation, and the indiv1- 
dual farmer may not be to blame. Even 
after a generation, during which. the organiser 
has been “ abroad,’’ there are scores of dis- 
tricts into which his teachings have not per- 
meated, and in which no co-operative society 
forms an object lesson which farmers may 
almost énconsciéusly study. So long as this is 
true we may expect that. co-operation will re- 
main a misunderstood word. It will not be 
strange if, in such areas, the project recently 
mooted in England. (to place the marketing 
of a primary commodity. in, the hands of the 
farming ‘community tó deal with as it may 
decide, giving it power to compel the 
dissident minorities to fall in with the scheme 
agreed on by the majority) should fail 
to achieve its end, solidarity in marketing. 

Our view is that whatever may be urged 
for the merits of compulsion must be urged 
on behalf of a try-out amongst communities 
which have been organised in advance. Only 
when and if there be present the conditions 
which make for real co-operative action 
can it have reasonable probabilities of suc- 
cess. Those conditions include a, solid organ- 
sation permeated by a spirit of loyalty, for 
without these things no “ community “” and 
no “ co-operation ” worth the name can exist 
-far less persist. 


The Pursuit: of Voluntarism. 


There ‘are, however, sections of public 
Opinion which look: with ‘some doubt upon 
phrases like ‘‘organised community” or 
“ the co-operative commonwealth.’’ Either 
they fear the elimination of agencies hitherto 
held necessary to interlock our complex busi- 
ness relations, ‘or they fear the dominance of 
the farmer-producers over the consumers, We 
do not think these fears are well founded, but 
farmers and legislators will do well to con- 
sider them, and it is partly because of them 
that we think it well to examine further what 
has hitherto been meant in this country by 
co-operation. We have seen that it includes 
the organisation of individual farmers into 
societies for purposes of joint credit, pur- 
chase, manufacture and sale, but does not 
end there. It proposes the welding together 
of farmers’ socteties' into larger forms for 
common purposes: buying all their necessities 
in common through a purchasing federation, 
selling their produce.on the wholesale market 
fhrough a marketing agency. And when the 
idea of conipulsion as applied to such practices 
is suggeSted, farmers or conSumers may take 
fright. ‘That is one reason why we hope, so 
far. as Ireland is concerned, that the societies 
will themselves “avoid compulsion. by an 
emphatic ‘ resolve to carry voluntary co 
operation to its.logical, practical, essential 
end, in voluntary. federal sale and purchase, 

It has been argued that in compulsory co- 
operation there may be discerned the seeds 
of Sovietism— an economic tdea, which should 
not be confused with Bolshevism or pure 
Marxian socialism, though the two bear 
facial resemblances—and it mav be urged 
that ‘“‘ compulsory co-operation,’’ whatever 
else it is, is not co-operation. Indeed, the 
objective now aimed at by the British Govern- 
ment is the ‘disciplining into a single 
industrial unit, under State . aegis, of the 
associated farmers regarded as a whole. But 
no such arguments can be advanced against 
the “ whole hog ” co-operation which is now 
being tried out in Ireland. 

To-day we seem to be faced—and not in 
Treland only—with three alternatives—such 
carefully thought-out and fully applied 
co-operation on voluntary lines as will place 
the control of his industry in the farmer’s 
own hands; State directed. merchandising of 
some or all the farmers’ produce (probably on 
a vote of the producers themselves), or a 
cortinned drift, through undiluted individual- 
is, fo more and more: chaotic marketing. 
Jn Ireland we have proceeded so far aiong the 
first road that to hesitate now will mean 
permanent-retrogression and probable disaster. 
If he would escape the pressure confronting 
the British farmer, the Irish farmer must 
espouse voluntary co-operation with ‘ncreased 
enthusiasm,

are always many fancy and breed points, too, 
which sheep judges have to consider, and 
their job is certainly a responsible one. 


Advantages of Single Judging. 

‘There are many arguments on the part of 
exhibitors as to the respective merits of 
single and dual judging of live stock classes. 
Though.two heads are presumed to be better 
‘than one, the dual system is not generally 
favoured. It is recognised that it too often 
results in give-and-take, so that the placings 
are not always as they should be. - A single 
judge,. who is master of his job—as every 
judge must be assumed to be—is able to give 
effect to his views and ideals without being 
hampered. 


Judging. for Students. 

The system of initiating students from agri 
eultural colleges and schools in the art or 
sciehce of judging live stock is an excellent 
‘jdea, and is becoming a more prominent 
feature:in agricultural education work, [It 
impresses on the young mind the relative im- 
portance .of the, points. which constitute a 
good animal, and, though’ few are likely to 
become. ‘first-rate stock judges, the system 
ean be .productive.-of ‘nothing but good. 
Many, however, will contend that the real 
judge of live stock ‘is born, and not made, 
and this view seems to be supported by the 
fact’ that there are men who, without any 
special tuition in the art of judging, seem 
able from their youth to -exercise sound 
judgment on the merits of any animal put 
before them.

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THE. POULTRY-KEEPER' 
‘* SPRING CLEANING.” 


A NEW YEAR BEGINS. 
A the poultry-keepers’ year begins, like 


the students’, in September, the annual 

overhauling and cleaning should be com- 
pleted before the end of this month, while 
the days are still lightsome, and while there 
is a little ’‘‘ breathing space ” after the .ar- 
dours of hatching and rearing, now complete. 
Many will havé already done this important 
work, but the majority will probably be 
thinking of tackling it now before installing 
the puilets in their winter quarters. It 
should be needless to say that a thorough and 
systematic clean-up of all poultry houses and 
plant is an absolute necessity at least one a 
twelve-month. The cieanliness and health of 
the birds demand it, apart from the preserving 
and appearances of the houses 


Setting to Work. 

Begin the work of cleaning by first ps 
every movable fitting outside the houses, an 
thoroughly scrub all perches, droppings, 
boards, etc. Brush down the inside walls and 
roof, and scrape the old limewash. Keep a 
sharp look out for the hiding places of in- 
sects, such as in the sockets of perches, be- 
tween cracks in the woodwork, behind mash 
hoppers or other hkely haunts, and, if red 
mites are found, spray their lurking places 
with paraffin; remove all the old litter from 
the floor and nestboxes, and burn it. If 
necessary, wash out the nestboxes, and then, 
when dry, give them a coating of creosote 
inside to kill fleas and other pests. 

Prepare the limewash-some hours - before: it 
is required from fresh lime slacked in hot 
water. Be sure to add 10 per cent. of disin 
fectant, such as Izal or Lysol, and a double 
fistful of common salt to every four gallons of 
the lime immediately before application, stir- 
ring the whole well. 
should be applied with a spray, as in this way 
it adheres better and penetrates into crevices 
where a brush could not reach. For a better 
job a second coat of the limewash might be 
applied in the ordinary way with a brush 
after the first has dried. 

Treat all the woodwork,** including: the 
perches and loose fittings, with a coat of pre- 
servative—solignum, creosote, tar or bitumen 
are all suitable, with a slight preference for 
the first two. Look after the floor, and if 
there are any signs of rat holes stop them 
with concrete. Shake a sprinkling of lime on 
the floor, and leave for a day or two to --get 
thoroughly aired; then the floor can be swept 
up, a good supply of fresh, clean litter Jaid 
down, clean straw provided in the nests, and 
the inside is completely purified and  re- 
decorated. 


The Outside. 


The outside of the house should’ not be over- 
looked. The woodwork should get a coat of 
tar or creosote,.or a mixture of both. The 
roof, if not covered with proofed felt, ought 
to have two coats of tar worked well in. and 
while the second is wet, a sprinkling of fine 
sand or ashes will take the place of felt in 
providing a waterproof roof. 

The metal fixtures and fittings need a good 
deal of attention. For instance, the door 
hinges’ should be oiled, and if you wish’ to 
avoid buying new ones soon rub off the rust 
with emery paper, and give them-a- coat of 
enamel. Do the same with the shutter hinges 
and chains and any bolts or locks. a 
_ Smarten up the outside appearance by hoe- 
ing up any netiles or weeds around 
the house, and sweep up all signs 
of litter from the exits and doors. 
(he approach to the house and surrounds will 
greatly benefit by a few barrowfuls of gravel, 
or clean cinders; besides an enhanced appear- 
ance this will aid in the production of clean 
eggs, as the hens will thus have a drv pro- 
uress to the nests. | 

Brooders, coops and other items of. the 
rearing plant not required again this season 
should be thoroughly washed out with water 
containing disenfectant, the outside should 
have a coat of preservative and when. dry 
should be stored indoors—in a shed or barn— 
until again in demand. Such equipment 
should never be put by for any length of time 
without at least the inside ‘cleaning, as in 
such conditions disease is bred. 


Use of Insect Powder. 

linally, before placing the birds in the clean 
houses, given each a goo; dusting with pyre- 
thrum or other reliable insect powder, or in. 
stead apply a very little mercurial ointment 
(mild) round the vent, under the wings and 
over the baek. -This>preeaution is as neces- 
sary, if not more so, than the disinfecting of 
the house, as birds infested with parasites 
cannot be healthy or lay their best. 

When allotting the accommodation, give the 
best house to the young pullets, the next best 
to the seeond and third. season layers, and the 
elabqrate house.to.the cockerels. of which 
all surplus. birds should be: disposed of now, 
as it does not pay to keep them on till 
Christinas. | 

With all this work done, the poultry keeper 
will be in good trim for getting the maximum 
return from the flocks during the coming 
autumn and winter, the seasons that weigh 
the balance for or against a profit.

GRASS FOR BEARS.

of feeding now popularly practised by 
visitors to the Gardens if a great many 
of the antmals were offered green foods— 
among which groundsel, as well as grass, 
is often accepted with great relish, 

(nother satisfactory fehture was the 
large crowd that resorted to the reptile 
house, Where so small an animal as the 
South African chameleon (a recent gift 
from Dr. G. D. Edwards) found itself the 
eoutre of an intensely interested—almost 
excited—throng of spectators while its 
peculiarities were being pointed out. Much 
iiterest was also shown in two very hand- 
some Indian birds at present lodged in this 
house—both giits from Mr. W. E. Dods— 
* yellow-billed blue megpie and a 
Himalavan chough. The latter bird bears 
at first sight a striking resemblance to our 
valued chough; but is deeidedly 
larger, with a disproportionatcly long red 
bill, and fond of ealling attention to its 
whereabouts by a loud, perhaps rather 
irksome, bark. : 

Very nearly the most conspictous 
iumates of the open-air aviary are a large 
number of cattle egrets—beautiful little 
herons of a prevailingly white colony.

The advent. of the motor car has, for 
Dublin at least, put an end to the condi- 
tions which made a town house essential 
for practising barristers and judges. At 
one time Ely place was a legal Merrion 
square, At No. 3 lived Barry Yelverton, 
Lord Avonmore, during the last ten years 
of the eighteenth century, “John Philpst 
Curran lived at No. 4, formerly ‘No. 12, 
at approximately the same time as Lord 
Avonmore, At No. 5 Charles Kendal 
Bushe resided, and his svccessor was also 
ae im the legat profession ; this 
was John Doherty, the Chief Justice of 
the Common Pleas. At No. 6, formerly 
No. 10, lived and died John Fitzgibbon, 
Farl of Clave, Attorney-General and Lord 
Chancellor of lreland. 

An exception to this list of siaccessful 
barristers was John Wilson Croker, the 
occupant of No. 25, who is remembered 
not for his practice on the Munster Cir- 
cuit, but for his edition of Boswell’s “ Life 
of Johnson," and ior his contributions to 
the Quarterly Review, which caused 
Macaulay's famous outburst that he was 
““a bad man, a very bad man,.a scandal 
to polities and letters.’’ 


Al Donegai “ Character.” 


Every country town in Ireland has, or 
had, a ‘‘ character’’—one who had words 
at will, and was noted for his repartee 
and for his queer sayings. The memory 
of such a man is kept fresh for many 


vears, while generations that never knew 


him can repeat his bon mots with gysto. 
In a certain seaside town in Donegal there 
lived and died a genuine “ character,’’ 
and, like many another man famous for 
his wit, he was a jarvey. One of his 


offences in the eyes of the Constabulary 
of his dav was the indiscriminate grazing

It was wel] known that he arranged 
this repeatedly ; yet never was he caught 
in company with his horses, and so he 
could. plead ignorance of their law- 
breaking.

Yeatss mora lity 
play, “The Hour 
Glass,” a part which 
he created in the 
first production of 
the play at the 
Molesworth Hall. in 
March, 1903. Since 
that first produc- 
tion the little play 
has been consider- 
ably altered, but it 
is Mr. Digges’s intention to return as 
nearly as possible to the version in which 
he appeared, 

Since he left Dublin twenty-seven vears 
aco Mr. Dudlev Digges has had a varied 
and, on the whole. a very successful 
career on the American stage. He is 
now best known as one of the leading 
members of the famous Theatre Guild of 
New York. His first appearance for the 
Guild was in ‘ John Ferguson,” a play 
that laid the foundations of the organisa- 
tion very securely, and established Mr. 
St. John Ervine’s reputation in the 
United States. Sinee 1919 Mr. Digges has 
appeared in a long series of notable 
plays, and has also established himself 
as a leading producer for the Guild, so 
that his name and that of the Theatre 
Guild are almost synonymous. 


The Cope’s” New Venture. 


One of the most interesting personali- 
ties whom I encountered during the past 
crowded week in Dublin was Mr. Patrick 
Gallagher. who is so widely known 
throughout the North of Ireland as 
“ Paddy the Cope.” “The Cope “ is, of 
course, the Donegal pronunciation of the 
word “ co-op,’’ and Mr. Gallagher derives 
his title from his connection with the 
famous Templecrone Co-operative Society 
at Dungloe. 

It is only necessary to read the descrip- 
tions given by Mr. Peadar 0 Donnell, or 
Mr. Patrick MacGill, of conditions in 
Donegal to understand the tremendous 
work done for the peasantry by ‘‘ Paddy 
the Cope. Having seen. and known 
from experience, the conditions of his 
countrymen in Glasgow, he returned to 
Dunglee, and set about doing something 
to help to keep his people at home. With 
assistance from Father T. A. Finlay, Mr. 
Harold Barbour and others, he not only 
founded and managed a general distribu- 
tive store, but founded a knitting factory, 
which is now one of the finest in Ireland. 
Here a large number of local people find 
employment, and, in addition, several sub- 
sidiary industries have been started. Some 
of these have been failures, but on the 
whole the work has prospered, and has 
changed the locality out of recognition. 
Dungloe knitted goods new go to all parts 
of the world, and the demand is greater 
than the factory can at present supply. 

The exhibit at this year’s Horse Show 
was something of a novelty for “ Paddy 
the Cope,” as it consisted of a display of 
hand-made carpets and rugs. This is a 
new industry for the Templecrone Society, 
but Mr. Gallagher tells me that he is con- 
fident of its success. He found carpet- 
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started this industry for them. So attrac- 
tive was the exhibit that it was purchased 
outright by one of the leading furnishing 
firms in Dublin, with further orders to

Bettering Baldonnel._ 


To judge from complaints that have been 
made recently about the deficiencies of the 
arrangements at Baldonnel. Aerodrome for 
Customs examination, it is clear that 
improved methods must be adopted. There 
is little hope of aerial traffic with the 
Free State expanding if every aeroplane 
that lands at Baldonnel is delayed several 
hours because of the delays of officialdom, 
At the present time visits of aircraft are 
few and far between, and, in the circum- 
stances, the Revenue authorities hardly 
can be expected to retain a whole-time 
Customs official permanently at  Bal- 
donnel. I suggest, however, that present 
needs might be met by appointing as 


deputy-Customs officials some of the non-. 


commissioned officers of the Free State 
Air Service. These men, being normally 
on the aerodrome staff, would always be 
available in the event of the arrival of 
an aeroplane, and they, as State servants, 
would be in a position to carry out what- 
ever examination might be considered 
necessary. The Revenue authorities would 
thus be saved a great deal of trouble, and 
the air travellers, knowing that an ex- 
peditious examination was possible, would 
he encouraged to use Baldonnel Aerodrome 
for landing. 


“In Search of Scotland.” 


In a place where Scottish folk have 
gathered for a quiet holiday in Ireland, 
the favourite topic of conversation seems 
to be the new book, “lu Search of 
Sectland,’’ written by an Englishman. 

These people are unanimous in their 
appreval of the book, and friendships are 
being formed on no other foundation than 
that both parties have read and enjoyed 
this delightful volume. 

Apparently, Scottish folk can laugh at 
the oddities of their native dialect when 
such things are pointed out to them. The 
writer speaks of his growing embarass 
ment at being asked to take an egg “ to 
his tea.” He felt, he says, as though he 
should offer his arm to the egg and escort 
it in style. He also speaks of the expres- 
sion, “a knock came to the door,’’ as 
having humorous possibilities, and all this 
amuses his Scottish readers immensely. 

Soon, it seems, another book by this 
author will appear, “ In Search of Ireland.”

The Cardinal's Balt. 


Lord Byron was a well-known member 
of the Harrow Cricket XI. on the occasion 
of the school’s first meeting with Eton. 
Harrow, however, has fielded another poet 
since that date in the person of the late 
Cardinal Manning. The famous Chureh- 
man, then Henry Edward Manning, 
played in the original Harrow v. Win- 
chester fixture in 1825. The team also in- 
cluded two future bishops, one of whom, 
Charles Wordsworth. afterwards Bishop 
of St. Andrews, two vears later arranged 
the first inter-university cricket match 
between Oxford and Cambridge. Manning, 
an ardent cricketer and an excellent wit, 
was a great friend of Wordsworth. On 
one occasion during the future Cardinal’s 
first term at Oxford he borrowed a cricket 
bat from his friend. In a letter expressing 
his thanks he acknowledges the loan in 
the following verse: 

‘The bat that you were kind enough to send 

Seems (for as yet 1 have not tried it) good, 
And if there’s anything on earth can mend 

My wretched play, it is that piece of wood.”’ 


Rural Weddings. 


A country correspondent tells me that 
the eclebrations in connection with rural 
weddings have undergone a complete 
change during recent years. Marriages 
aire celebrated at an early hour, so that 
the happy people can enjoy a fashionable 
breakfast and catch the morning mail to 
Dublin. The breakfast is, as a rule, 
given at the best hotel in the nearest 
provincial town. 

When the circumstances of the bride's 
parents do not permit a hotel breakfast, 
the feast is given at home. Country folk 
do not consider that a marriage begins 
properly unless a ‘‘ wood spread”’ is pro- 
vided. In this connection a rural 
labourer recently told me that his 
wedding breakfast began at 7 a.m. and 
it lasted until 3.50 a.m. on the following 
morning, During this time his guests 
consumed twenty dozen of stout. 


Life on the Lightships. 


Life on lightships is sometimes rather 
monotonous (writes a correspondent). 
However, the spells ashore are so gene- 
rous that the men have a comparatively 
good time. For this reason the competi- 
tion for vacancies is exceptionally keey. 
Men who begin as A.B.’s spend a month 
afloat and fifteen days ashore. They are 
also entitled to a fortnight’s annual leave. 
The officers are even better treated ; they 
serve a month afloat and a month ashore, 
and they get a month’s leave every year. 
When the men are ashore they have abso- 
lutely: nothing to do; but even that 
becomes monotonous, and they are glad 
to return on the tenders to the lightships.

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CIVIL SERVANTS’ BONUS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,— Your correspondent, * Civil Servant,” 
in quarrelling with a statement made by me 
to your fepreseritative and published in your 
issue of Tuesday last, quotes figures which 
confirm my main contention that civil 
servants have never received a com- 
pensation for the increased cost of living, and 
which strengthen the case for a cessation of 
“cuts"’ pending an investigation into the 
method id rocky the “ bonus’’ to Civil 
Service salarics. 

The ease made by “Civil Servant,” to the 
effect that the Service has more to gain by 
a downward than by an upward movement 
of the official index figure, is sound only on 
the assumption that the actual cost of lving 
to the individual is accurately reflected ~" 
the figure. This is not admitted. The largest 
single item of expenditure in the case of an 
average married civil servant is rent or 
interest on house-purchase. In respect of 
this item the figure is entirely faulty, as it 
takes no account of the housing shortage and 
the fact that the majority of civil servants 
have been compelled to purchase new houses 
at a“ cost which has been increasing over 
the period during which the cost of living, 
according to the official figure, has been 
falling. In computing the figure the present 
rent of a house is compared with the rent 
of the same house in 1914, but this ce:nnot 
be done in the case of houses which did not 
then exist. It is hardly necessary to point 
out that the unmarvied civil servant is unable 
to find a landlady who is prepared to regulate 
her tariffs in accordance with the falling 
Index figure. 

“Civil Servant’ refers to the 
man whose basie salary is £200 per annun, 
and endeavours to that he will be 
better off when he roughly, fifteen 
shillings a month in consequence of a drop 
of five pont ; 111 the hgure. | Ann 
meeting such officers every day, but | have 
yet to meet one who will agree with “Civil 
Servant’ on this point. In attempting to 
prove that the individual stands to gam by 
a fall in the figure “ Civil Servant” says 
that “the higher his salary the move he 
will gain.’’ It would be more correct to say 
that the higher his salary the less he will 
lese, and it is just this point that ts im- 
portant to those will be most affected 
by the imperiding “cm.” The lower paid 
officers. whe can least afford it, will he 
hardest hit. “Civil Servant’s’’ figures will 
not impress the clerical officer, the postman, 
the typist or the writing assistant—or, for 
that matter, the junior executive officer.—

DR. EDMUND JACOB. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 

Sin.—As a distant reader of the /rieh 
Times, way 1 be permitted to send a belated 
tribute to the memory of the late Dr. Edmund 
Julius Jacob, of Talavera, Templemore, Co. 
Tipperary, whose death is briefly noted in 
vour issue of June 23rd last’ He came ot 
a noted family of dectors, his grandfather. or 
having been one of the 
the Royal College of 
Surgeons in Ireland. His father, the late 
David Baldwin Jacob. M.D., lor 
many vears in Maryborough, and was noted 
for his skill in surgery. In pre-anesthetic 
days, when speed was essential, he was able 
to perform an amputation at the hip-joit in 
just under. five minutes—surely nearly a 
record for such a severe operation. 

Dr. E. J. Jacob studied ior his 
diploma at the Royal College of Surgeons in 
Ireland. and also at the Richmond Hospiiel, 
where he was a resident student for some con- 
siderable time. While there, he was once 
haled before the board for having operated 
upon a patient in an emergency, without 
being fuily qualified; but. as the operation 
was not only 
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was entirely successful, he 
exonerated from all blame, but was publicly 
complimented upon his courage. He has 
often told me about the rough ' Sairy 
Gamps who used to do the nursing in the 
Richmond Hospital in the early ‘eighties. At 
that time there was no matron m charge, 
nor were there night duty, the 
residents having to take charge of bad cases 
at night. Dr. Jacob rémembered the advent 
of the first hospital matron in Dublin—who 
was appoinied to the Richmond-—-and the stir 
ot indiguation it caused amongst the nursing 
staff, 
Dr, Jacob had been associated with the 
Templemore neighbourhood for close on forty 
vears, and North Tipperary has suffered a 
severe loss in his untimely death, as net only 
most skilled and painstaking 
practitioner, but he was the personal frend 
of nearly everyone in the countryside. Both 
he and Mrs. Jacob were well known for their 
kindness to rich and poor of all creeds and 
classes. and such as he are not easily replaced. 
Although I am now resident more than 
seven thousand miles away, | have felt his 
loss as keenly as though I still lived in the 
County Tipperary ; and the respect and 
affection [ have always had for him impels 
little tribute of esteem and 
regard to his memory. Always a quiet, 
unassuming man, he had had his shave ol 
troubles. but he took them in his stride, lke 
the friend of whom Hamlet says: 
\ man that fortune’s buffets and rewards 
< to’en with equal thanks; aud blest are those 
blood and indement are so well connningtled 
at they are not a pipe for fortunes hnger 
To sound what stop she pleases

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THE FREE STATE FILM 
| CENSORSHIP. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn.—Is not the criticism lately levelled at 
the Film Censor’s department rather ex- 
travagant and unfair’ The Broadcasting 
Station experienced periodical outbursts of 
the same kind until the Station Director was 
permitted to reply and correct obvious mIs- 
statements which appeared in Press corre- 
Surely the same privilege should 
be granted to the censorship’ The difference 
between the criticism of 2RN and the film 
censorship lies in the fact that criticism of 
the latter emanates exclusively rom 1n- 
terested persons. The public is apparently 
quite satisfied that the Censor is not over- 
zealous in the execution of his arduous duties. 
The outcry against the censorship dates par- 
ticularly from the time when the new Act 
; For eighteen 


spondence. 


gave power to deal with sound. 
months previous to this the Censor could only 
examine films for “ visual’’ offences, and 
certificates were issued with the rather 
ridiculous endorsement: ‘‘ Plot and sound not 
eensore(l. The added responsibilities im- 
posed by the new Act have been carried out 
by the Censor to the best of his power and 
ability, although the results have tended to 
arouse the indignation of film renters who 
have for a time enjoyed unfettered liberty. 

Basing our assumptions on the nature, ex- 
tent and force of the attacks on the Censor, 
we might suppose Mr. Montgomery to. be 
whimsical. choleric, with no sense of humour, 
a man who, like Count O’ Dowda in '' Fanny's 
First Play,’’ shut out of his life the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries. We might 
regard him as a partisan, who had a special 
dislike for certain film corporations, and held 
up films for an unnecessarily long time. An 
examination of the number of films submitted 
in July and the number rejected shows at 
least that the Censor is no respecter of 
persons, since every one of the agencies was 
stringently dealt with; and it is important to 
remember that in every case the Appeal 
Board confirmed the Censor’s decision. 

The result is that the film firms want to 
abolish the Appeal Board altogether, and in 
its place to set up a Board of Censors, from 
which there will be no appeal. I can see no 
object in this, except to avoid the fee of five 
pounds which it is necessary to lodge before 
an appeal can be heard. In Australia there 
is a board of three censors and an appeal

In others 
the sleeping accommodation consisted of a 
shed. which would not on a decent farm be 


“(On one occasion a casual ward was 
visited on a Sunday, and the solitary occu- 
pant was discovered in the confinement of a 
small room throughout the day and night. 
He had only been visited twice between 
early morning and late evening by the work. 
house porter. who gave him his bread and 
cheese for dinner and his bread and mar- 
garine for tea. 
- “These conditions have continued for a 
number of vears. The overcrowding that 
results in the double occupation of a small 
cell is not a sudden or exceptional pheno- 
menon, but the regular and expected feature 
every night for several years.” 

Complaints against the food included the 
practice prevailing at certain wards of issuing 
gruel as the only liquid, and the erude way 
in which meals were served, With no forks, 
spoons, or knives. 

THE TRAMP MAJOR. 

The report refers to the tendency in smal! 
institutions to allot the duty of attending to 
casuals to an inmate generally known as the 
“Tramp Major, who exercised some of the 
functions, but had none of the responsibilities, 
of an officer. 

A prison Governor who gave evidence, men- 
tioned the subservience to a _ promoted 
brother, the “ Tramp Major,” and the attitude 
and manner of certain officers, as two of the 
main complaints which prisoners made against 
the casual ward system, but added iis own 
view, that the casuals’ objection to the Tramp 
Major was because he was one of them- 
selves, and not hecause he was harsh or dis- 
honest. 

An habitual vagrant, who was serving a 
sentence of imprisonment, was asked by ihe 
Governor to write his views on casual wards, 
and in his essay he dealt with the Tramp 
Major as follows:—‘‘ There is a lacky 
knocking about what they call the Tramp 
Major. This man is off the road, and he 1s 
a dirty broot, as a rule. He stops in for a 
mouth or two, doing part of the yorter's 
work for a bit of tobacco.” 

OFFICERS AND GUARDIANS. 

The attitude of the officers, as a rule, 
states the report, reflected the attitude of the 
Poor Law authority by whom thev were 
employed, One of the general inspectors of 
the Ministry of Health told the Committee 
that, in his experience, it was easier to cet 
a wireless installation in the workhouse paid 
out of the Guardians’ own pockets, than 
to get baths or warmth in the casual wards 
paid for out of the rates. 

Evidence had been given of the benevolence 
of the police, individually and as an organisa. 
tion, in their handling of the vagrant problem. 

THE CASUAL’'S BATH. 

In their recommendations the Comnitttee 
state that they would not have thought it 
necessary to mention the need for every casual! 
to be given a hot bath. together with a tewel 
and me¢htshut which had not been used by 
anyone else since they were last washed, if 
they had not received convincing evidence 
that it was now by no meats unusual for 
casuals to be required to use towels and 
nighi-shirts which had been used by others, 
and sometimes ever to bathe in water which 
others had already used. Such practices were 
not merely unsavoury, but might be active 
factors in the spread of disease. 

Among other provisions, the Committee re- 
commend that it should be part of the duty 
of an authority to give publicity to its work 
by the issue of reports, as the public should 
be in a position to learn what was being done 
to help the destitute wavfarers and wanderers. 
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OSLO TUBERCULOSIS 
CONFERENCE, 
a 
NEED FOR PRECAUTION IN USE 
OF VACCINE. 


From Revrer’s CorRESPONDENT. 
OSLO, Wednesday. 

The International Tuberculosis Conference 
to-day discussed the matter of Professor Cal- 
mette’s vaccination against tuberculosis. The 
delegates were asked not to make any re- 
ference to the Luebeck affair, because the 
official investigation was not yet completed, 
though the German Government recently pub- 
lished a. declaration permitting the conclu- 
sion to be drawn that, according to the in- 
hitherto carried out, the Cal- 
mette culture, which had been received from 
the Vasteur Institute m Paris, and not re- 
sponsible for the occurrence. 

Senator Honhorat (France) expressed the 
deep regret winch this affair had caused, and 
condoled with Luebeck and Germany. He 
added that it was hoped that strong precau- 
tions would be taken by all countries using 
preventive vaccination If order to avoid sinii- 
lar mishaps. The speech met with unani- 
mous applause from the entire Conference. 

During the discussion Dr. Watson (Canada) 
declared that during exneriments on animals 
he had been able to obtain lesions of tuber- 
culosis with strains of the Calmette culture. 
Professor Calmette, however, repudiated Dr. 
Watson’s arguments, both from the scientific 
point of view, and also in the light of prac- 
tical experience: in numerous countries. 

Note.—Over forty infants who were treated 
with the Cai:mette prophylactic tuberculosis 
culture died at Luebeck.

Germany and Poland. 


Poland and France are much dis- 
turbed by the recent speech of Herr 
Treviranus, Germany's Minister for 
the Occupied Territories. He has ex- 
plained in a ‘‘wireless’’ talk - that 
he really meant no harm; but the ear of 
Europe is notoriously sensitive to political 
indiscretions, and France already is dis- 
cussing the necessity for a larger Army. 
What Herr Treviranus actually said was 
that the fronticr between Germany and 
Poland was “ an unjust line,’’ and that 
“the future of Poland could not be 
secured ” while that line remained. “' Un- 
just frontiers,’’ he declared, '' cannot 
endure against a people’s right and rts 
will to live.” The Minister asserts that 
his words contained no threat of force. 
Germany, he says, must have peace ; and 
justice demands that there shall be a 
peaceful revision of the Polish frontiers. 
The Poles and the French are convinced 
that Germany means to go to war, and 
that Herr Treviranus merely has put into 
words what every German feels. M. 
Briand already has lodged a protest with 
the German Ambassador in Paris. The 
Paris newspapers are talking openly of an 
attempt by Germany to evade her treaty 
obligations, now that she has secured the 
evacuation of the Rhineland ; and the ex- 
perienced observer will not fail to detect

The Irish boy who, in 
the coming years, sallies forth to seek 
work in London or New York with an 
equipment of fluent Irish, no arithmetic 
and no geography will be a truly daunt- 
less adventurer.

A Balkan Alliance. 


International relations among the 
Balkan States are beginning to take shape, 
and the tendency is in the direction of 
a Turco-Greck-Rumanian rapprochement. 
For some time after the War a most 
understandable coldness: existed between 
Angora and Athens, but the breach has 
been healed at last, largely through the 
vision and tolerance of M. Venizelos. 
Since 1918 Rumania and Turkey have had 
no quarrels, while Greece and Rumania 
have had no serious grievance with each 
other for at least a generation. Thus 
the germ of a Balkan union has come into 
being, and soon a conference will be held 
to examine the question. Fears had been 
entertained lest memories of the Greek 
occupation of Asia Minor might cause the 
Turks to withhol@a representative, but 
anxiety on this point has been allayed by 
the announcement that the Turkish 


do not take kindly to new tricks, Of the 


Minister at Athens will attend. There is 
nothing in the proposed agreement that 
need alarm the Powers. On the contrary, 
it is likely to ensure the freedom of the 
Straits even more effectually than the 
Lausanne Convention or the International 
Commission could ensure it, since Greece 
and Rumania are concerned vitally in the 
preservation of that right-of-way. Indeed. 
there is a further aspect of the case that 
is no less desirable. These three racially 
diverse States have one important 
characteristic in common; they represent 
an anti-Slavonic element: Moreover, all 
three are on good terms with Britain. The 
time cannot be deferred indefinitely when 
Russia, to serve her own interests, will 
beat again, in Tsarist wise, upon the 
Slavonic drum. A Turco-Greek-Rumanian 
alliance would form an excellent buffer in 
such a crisis. 


The Stock Exchange. 


On Monday the Sub-Committee of the 
London Stock Exchange, which for six 
months has been devising regulations to 
afford better protection to investors, issued 
its report. Its recommendations are 
far-reaching and adequate rather than 
drastic, and here we may congratulate it. 
After a “crash ' when many people have 
lost their savings, there is apt to be a 
deal of ill-informed criticism demanding a 
revolutionary amendment of the Companies 
Acts, the Stock Exchange and other 
kindred institutions. Any pandering <0 
such panic-stricken* demands would be 
calamitous ; for a mass of obstacles between 
the promoters of a company and its final 
flotation would tend to hamper trade. 
Nevertheless, the Stock Exchange possesses 
one great weapon, which it can use to 
confound the fraudulent promoter— 
namely, its permission to veal in shares. 
This weapon has been used admirably and 
prudently in the Sub-Committee’s 
recommendations. The report takes 
cognisance of the fact that a vast difference 
exists between companies that off: issues 
to the public with a prospectus and those 
that dispense with prospectuses. In 
future, if the report is adopted, those 
companies that do not publish prospectuses 
with their flotations will be required to 
furnish a statement, showing, in addition 
to other details, not only their own work- 
ing capital, but that of an, other company 
that. is acting as promoter, before 
permission to deal in the shares will he 
given. Moreover, the Sub-Committee 
reserves to itself the right to call for 
particulars of all-sub-underwritjng, if any 
unsound business in this branch is

There was a distinct recovery in the 

July when 

compared with June, but last mo th’s 

record was still far below that of July, 

1929, which was not an outstanding month 
during last year.

COTTON AND WOOL LOSSES.

wholly or mainly manufactured, only one 
classification showing a small increase in 
contrast.

The coal trade was also badly hit, the

SEVEN MONTHS’ FIGURES. 


The imports for the seven months this 
year aggregated £626,879,493, which is less 
by £71,283,133 than the comparative 
figures for 1929, while the British exports 
totalled £355,597,725, a reduction of 
£69,664, 252. 

With regard to re-exports, their value 
last month was £6,663,412, a drop on the 
preceding July of £1,306,655, while for the 
seven months they totalled £55,942,962, 
which is a fall of £12,588,937 on the 
similar period of 1929.

IMPROVEMENTS AND

When the Dail meets: in November 
members will find that a good many 
alterations have been made in that 
portion of the House allotted to visitors. 
A staff of men from the Department of 
Public Works had charge of the Chamber 
yesterday, and there was a network of 
scaffolding in the Chamber when I visited 
the place. 

About five feet of the overhanging 
portion of the front gallery have been 
taken away with a view to improving the 
light, ventilation and accoustics. The 
right side of the gallery has bc. . extended 
eighteen feet, to correspond with the left 
side. The result will be that the gallery, 
though narrower, will seat the same 
number as before. 

In front of the gallery there will be a 
grille, which will prevent the accidental! 
dropping of articles carried by visitors to 
the floor of the House. It will also put 
an end to the throwing of leaflets into the 
Chamber, which happened on a few occa- 
sions recently, when some women had to 
be removed from the gallery. The room 
hitherto occupied by President Cosgrave 
was found not to be suitable, and a more 
commodious room is being fitted up for 
him and for future Presidents of the 
Executive Council. 

Better accommodation also is being pro- 
vided for the other Ministers, and the 
Labour Party has been given a larger 
committee room.

the beginning of this year. The system 
is rather intricate and entails considerable 
labour, but it has worked very satis- 
factorily. This system is “ the causation 
analysis of traffic accidents.”’ 

The chart is divided into a number of 
separate tables, these being ‘‘ causes pre- 
sumably under the control of the. driver 
of the vehicle involved in the accident ”’ ; 
‘causes due to the vehicle—driver not 
necessarily responsible’’; causes due to 
pedestrians, pedal cyclists and others than 
driver ’’; ‘“‘causes due to animals”; 
“causes due to road”; ‘‘ causes due to 
weather conditions’’; and finally, a 
summary of all causes. 

All the causes of accidents, and the 
accidents resulting from such causes are 
recorded.. Thus those officers in charge of 
traffic control are able to see by a glance 
at this chart what are the chief causes 
of accidents, and it is then for them to 
employ their skill and experience in work- 
ing out solutions by improving methods 
of control] here and there or by introducing 
necessary regulations. Of course, this 
cannot be done until the long-delayed 
legislation is introduced giving the Civic 
Guards the powers to control the traffic 
efficiently. 


THE CAUSES ANALYSED. 

Under the first table of “ causes pre- 
sumably under the control of the driver,’’ 
the most pronounced causes were excessive 
speed having regard to the circumstances, 
inattention, confusion, or lack of judgment, 
failure to exercise care at a crossing or 
road junction, improperly overtaking, 
cutting in or out, failure to keep to the 
““ near ” side of the road, failure to signal 
or obey signal, and reversing negligently. 

Under the next table—‘‘ causes due to 
vehicle, driver not necessarily respon- 
sible ’’—the principal causes of accidents 
are defective brakes, defects in equipment 
other than brakes and steering, dazzling 
lights, and insufficient or no lights on 
vehicle. 

The third table is sub-divided under 
three heads—causes due to pedestrians, 
children and adults, and causes due to 
pedal cyclists. As regards children the 
chief causes are running on to the roadway 
without looking, and stealing rides on 
vehicles. In respect of adult pedestrians, 
however, the most fruitful causes of acci- 
dents were crossing road not at cross- 
ing, or carelessly stepping off footway 
without looking, crossing from behind 
vehicles, boarding or alighting from mov- 
ing vehicles, and crossing in front of 
vehicles. 

THE PEDAL CYCLIST. 

Pedal cyclists are themselves the source 
of a large number of accidents for which 
they alone are responsible, and all of 
‘which are primarily due to thoughtless- 
ness or carelessness. The most important 
of these causes are swerving in front of 
vehicles, cornering carelessly, overtaking 
or passing out on the wrong side, riding 
too many abreast, holding on to vehicle. 
and careless riding. | 

Animals not under proper control caused 
ól accidents during the first quarter of 
this year. 

Causes due to road and causes due to 
weather conditions were also responsible 
for a considerable number of accidents. 
Under the heading of “ causes due to 
road,’ the most important were restricted 
view at corner or crossing, defective road 
surface, inadequate lighting of road 
obstruction, permanently slippery road 
surface, and lack of road sign or warning 
notice. s - 

Bad _ weather conditions caused a 
number of accidents. and it is interesting 
to note that snow caused one fatal acci. 
dent and ten other accidents during the 
first quarter of this year.

SOMEWHERE IN BLUELAND, 
Wednesday. 

Just as dawn was breaking to-day six 
pairs of red and grecn lights crept into 
view over the hangers at the acvodrome 
here. 

Bigger and bigger they came until, one 
after the other, the pairs swooped grace- 
fully towards the earth. The still morning 
‘air was rent by a deafening roar, and out 
of the half licht taxied a flight of night 
bombers. The ’planes stopped. The engines 
were silent. Men. crept out of the tiny 
cockpits and moved away. Soon the aero- 
drome landing ground was deserted. 

The first night air raid in the “war” 
between Blucland and Redland was over. 
We in those six machines had left over 
five hours before on our mission of destruc- 
tion, writes a Press Association reporter 
who took part in the raid. 


THE START. 

Through a bitterly cold night we flew 
through rainstorms and thick clouds far 
into enemy territory. Underneath each 
machine was that deadly load of bombs. 
Far below England was sleeping. My giant 
bomber was .the” last to leave the aero- 
drome. Seated’ on a parachute in the 
forward cockpit, I was able to watch the 
preparations for the start. Huge paraffin 
flares in the form of a fiery ‘“‘T’’ showed 
the pilots where to take off and land. F'it- 
fully they glared in the darkness, those 
beams of warning casting eerie shadows 
across the ground, their glow throwing into 
a black silhouette against the distant sky- 
tine the fantastic shapes of the six 
bombers. 

All round the acrodrome little pin-points 
of red and green lights sparkled, throwing 
out théir message of danger and safety to 
the pilots, tense in their cockpits, Suddenly 
a larger green light flashed intermittently. 
The first machine slowly drew out of the 
line, turned its nose into the wind, raced 
across the. derodrome, and was away. 

One by one the machines took off until 
now it was our turn. I glanced back into 
the .pilot’s cockpit. There he sat, a huddled 
figure, bulging in his fur-lined flying suit. 
He gave a cheery wave to me, there in 
front of him in my cramped little cockpit 
hole, and then through his goggles he 
peered intently impatiently for our light. 
The engine roared. Then came the 
twinkling signal. In a mighty crescendo 
the roar of the engines became deafening, 
ear-splitting.. The great body shook like 
a mad thing. Slowly, slowly it moved 
towards the flares, then turned. Out from 
the surrounding darkness stepped an Air 
Force officer bellowing a final command to 
my pilot. Then he disappeared into the 
darkness. , 

Now, we moved round into the wind, 
taxi-ing faster and faster over the rough 
ground. Suddenly the bumping ceased. 
Through the thick glass” plate which 
formed the front of my cockpit I saw the 
earth gradually falling away below. 
Higher and higher we raced into the 
bitterly cold air, By the. ghostly light 
of the moon I read the glass on the panel 
One was showing alti- 
tude eight hundred feet, nine hundred 
feet, one thousand, two thousand feet. 


COURSE FOR THE NORTH. 

A graceful turn and we set our course 
for the north—and the enemy. | 

We had been instructed to bomb Cran- 
well Aerodrome, in Red Colony; for that 
morning Redland had refused the terms 
of our ultimatum. So the air exercises of 
1930 had started. 

England, re-named the Island of 
Incognito, is divided into two small States 
—Red Colony and Blue Colony. Red 
Colony is to the north and east, Blue 
Colony to the south and west. We, Blue- 
landers, coveting’ the valuable mineral 
deposits in Redland, sent an ultimatum. 
It was refused, and so—war. 

I glanced at another dial which showed 
we were doing well over seventy miles an 
hour. On and on we went, over peaceful 
little villages nestling in the folds of 
ancient hills. Below was a rustic church, 
its spire pointing an accusing finger at 
this disturber of the quiet night. ‘Thou- 
sands of feet below us our shadow. cast 
bv the moon, glided over peaceful farms 
where a few hours before the labourers 
had been harvesting. 


ROBOT TAKES COMMAND. 

Then we came to the Midlands, bril- 
liantly lighted even at that time of night 
On we rushed through the night, wonder- 
ing who was watching us in those streets 
below, and if they knew our errand. 
Now we were over enemy land, and. my 
pilot yelled through the speaking-tube a 
warning to watch for the Redland 
fichters. He, too, was on the look-out 
for the enemy, and was ignoring our own 
‘plane altogether, for the “ Robot “ air 
pilot was in command. Im a truer course 
than could be set by even the most skilled 
human pilot, we raced through the night 
with mechanism the master. “ The 
pilot’s assister,’’ that latest marvel of air- 
craft development, was now in operation. 

And then, just as we sighted Cranwel], 
came the first of the enemy fighters. At 
breath-taking speed it. hurtled towards 
us. Then it passed, swooped to the 
accompaniment of spitting machine-gun 
fire, and was gone. 

Curiously the man in the tail of our 
bomber gazed into the darkness. Soon 
more and more fighters were speeding 
around us raining a shower of lead at our 
machine: but still we went on till over 
the heart of the aerodrome the first bomb 
was released. Then another and another 
was sent crashing to the hangars below, 
and now our work was done. 

We turned for home, and as suddenly 
as it came the attack died away. There 
was hardly time for. congratulation when 
from the darkness below came a»pencil of 
light, then another and another until four 
searchlights were sweeping the darkness to 
find us. We swooped violently, doubled 
on our tracks, turned, and then shot up- 
wards again and so out of the reach of 
those relentless and revealing beams. 
Over Nottingham, a jewel of light below 
us, we traced on to Hucknall, another 
enemy aerodrome. Here, too, we dropped 
bombs until the thousand pounds we had 
been carrying were all gone. Behind me 
the wireless man, busy over his Anstru- 
ments, turned with the instruction 
return to the base, 

Again the Robot was in control, while 
we humans nibbled chocolate biscuits and 
tried to shelter from a rainstorm which 
stung our cheeks like red hot needles. 
Straight as a die, we tore through a 
tremendous buffeting wind until in the 
distance we saw the glowing “T' of 
flares. Now man again. took: command. 
We nosed down to the earth and. it. raced 
up to us. We touched, bounced up. again, 
and then taxied to the hangars. The raid 
was over. é :

“BEST INTERESTS OF 
LIVE-STOCK TRADE.”

At a special meeting of the Executive 
Committee of. the Irish Cattle Traders’ 
and Stockowners’ Association, held last 
night in the City Arms Hotcl, . Prussia 
street, Dublin,. Mr. Matthew O'Connor, 
Chairman, presiding, 

Senator Counihan proposed the follow- 
ing resolution :— 

“ That the policy of Empire free trade, as 
generally outlined by its promoters, 
is in the best interests of our live 
stock trade and of all branches of 
our agricultural industry. 

“ That it will be-to the mutual advantage 
of all the nations comprising the 
British Commonwealth. i 

‘That it will. relieve unemployment and 
help to restore the prosperity of 
Great Britain, which 1s so essential 
to Ireland and to the Commonwealth. 

“ That copies of this resolution be sent 
to . President Cosgrave, T.D.; Mr. 
O'Connell, T.D.; the British Prime 
Minister, Lord Beaverbrook and to 
kindred «associations in Ireland and 
Great Britain: to the Executive oí 
the Irish Farmers’ Union and the 
Executive of the English Farmers: 
Union. ' 


DIRECT BEARING ON CATTLE 
TRADE. 


Senator Counihan said that, as the rules 
of the Association debarred a discussion 
on any subject, political or otherwise, 
which did not directly concern the live 
stock trade. he hopel it. would not be 
considered that he was infringing on the 
rules in introducing the resolution, and 
he submitted thaf, although ‘it had a tinge 
of politics, it had a direct bearing on their 
trade, and was_of such vital importance 
to the country that he was convinced that 
they should give it all the support in 
their power. The British bankers, who 
never interfered in polities, had adopted 
a similar resolution, and he believed every 
thinking man who had the best interests 
of the country at heart, and who wished 
to. see the country prosperous, would 
support it 

The question wihch concerns them most, 
and which they had to consider is: How 
will this policy of Empire Free Trade 
affect them as farmers and cattle traders ? 

Continuing; Senator Cunihan said: 
“ As conditions are at present our 
proximity to the British markets and our 
membership of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations are of very little advantage to 
us ; for our foreign competitors have much 
cheaper freights and more efficient trans- 
port, and have the same facilities for 
marketing their imports on the British 
markets and in all the markets of the 
Commonwealth, but if this policy of 
Empire Free Trade is adopted it will 
mean that imports’ of every description 
from any country outside the Common- 
wealth will have to pay a stiff tariff, and 
that will place us in a more. favourable 
position to compete with féreign imports. 

‘‘ If we examine this question in a wider 
sense than obtaining better prices for our 
beef, mutton and bacon, which directly 
concerns our members, we can see that it 
will have a beneficial effect in every branch 
of our agricultural industry., It will revive 
tillage and relieve unemployment. At 
present corn and most of our agricultural 
produae can be purchased from foreign 
countries at less than the cost of pro- 


duction’ in Ireland or Great Britain, and 
consequently the Irish tillage farmer and 
the British tillage farmer are losing their 
own markets to the subsidised imports of 
the foreigner, with the consequent loss of 
employment. 


BAD TRADE AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

‘The greatest cause of the dgpression 
in our own industry is the. bad»trade and 
unemployment at present.in Great Britain, 
and if this policy will relieve unemploy- 
ment and help the prosperity of Great 
Britain ‘it will be of material advantage 
to us, and deserves our support; for a 
prosperous Great Britain means a pros- 
perous Ireland. There is considerable un- 
employment in this country, and at present 
there are over two million people living 
on the dole in Great Britain, which is most 
demoralising. Widespread unemployment 
Is bad, it-is a curse for any country; for 
‘an idle man tempts the devil’ and in 
my opinion, it is the duty of any govern- 
ment to adopt any economic policy which 
gives a reasonable hope of employment for

Its working population. 

‘If this policy of Empire free trade is 
turned down at the Imperial Conference, 
it will be a disaster; but our representa- 
tives should not let the opportunity pass, 
but should arrange a reciprocal trading 
agreement between ourselves and Great 
Britain which would be to the mutual 
advantage of both countries. Great Britain 
is our only market for our live-stock and 
agricultural produce, and we are Great 
Britain’s fifth best customer for her manu- 
factured goods.” 


OUTSIDE POLITICS. 


Mr. J. W. Ganly; in seconding the 
resolution, said that he did not see how 
anybody could drag politics into the dis- 
cussion. Further, he could not see how 
anybody would say that Empire free trade 
was not to the advantage of the country. 
The scheme was certainly based on business 
lines, and in com®idering it they should 
do so purely from a business point of 
view. 

Senator O’Connor said that when he was 
first returned as a Senator he was in 
favour of putting a tax on all manu- 
factured .articles coming into Ireland. 
Much was not thought of his argument 
at that time, but he could say now that, 
after five years, there were many who 
thought along the same lines as he did 
then. He did not want in any way to 
condemn the Empire free trade scheme. 
In fact, in so.far as it would do this 
country any good it would have his 
support. But let them look at England. 
She was in a very bad way. Unemploy- 
ment was rife, and there seemed to be no 
check on it, and the National Debt was 
mounting up. Empire free trade might be 


fa sourid enough policy, but before looking 


on it as the salvation of the country he 
would like to see it finished and made a

SUCCESS OR ABUSE ? 


Mr. Matthew Bruton (Leixlip) said that 
the scheme might either be a success or 


these countriés was becoming very serious 
and something must be done.’ Whether 
Empire Free Trade was what was necessary 
remained to be seen. But before they 
adopted the resolution he asked them to 
give it very serious. consideration. 
Mr. Thomas L. Smyth (Donabate) said 
he thought they were too quick to adopt 
-the. policy, of other countries and too slow 
‘to. develop their own resources. He 
thought the farming community in this 
country were in a far worse plight than 
the farming community in England. 
Senator Counihan said that some of 
those who spoke against the resolution. did 
not seem to haye given a very full con- 
‘sideration to the question.

The latest authentic reports from 
Peshawar indicate that the Afridi Khila- 
fatists within. the Peshawar district had 
been reduced last night to about 1,200, and 
the lashkar (tribal army) im the Khajur 
caves to about 3,000, including 800 new 
arrivals, consisting of Rajgul Kukikhels, 
who had been unable to resist the pressure 
from hostile tribesmen. 

The active assistance of the local popu- 
lation to the Afridis is on the decrease, 
although sympathy with the Khilafatist 
movement continues to be strong in the 
city. 

There have been no developments among 
the Mohmands, and Malakand is quiet. 
Several trains ran yesterday between 
Peshawar and Nowshera, and all women 
and children were evacuated from Para- 
chinar by a':, 

HEAVY CASUALTIES. 

Reports are constantly being received 
of casualties to Afridis in encounters with 
troops and constabulary, and bombing 
casualties are known to have been heavy. 

There is nothing special to record about 
the situation in Kurrum, but the Massozais, 
although they have made no further 
attacks, show no signs of submission. Their 
formations and villages have been bombed 
with good effect. 

The Mamos and Jullundur areas were 
also bombed on Saturday night by aero- 
planes with satisfactory results, and by 
noon yesterday the Kurrum frontier was 
clear of disaffected tribesmen. 
EXPECTED INVASION OF KOHAT. 

As expected, the dissatisfaction among 
the frontier tribes in Kurrum had caused 
repercussic ‘among the Afghan tribes on 
the western border, but it is hoped that 
the failure of the Massozais arid Paras to 
achieve any substantial success will prevent 
any serious developments on the Afghan 
frontier. 

Yesterday evening the Kohat district was 
still expecting invasion, but five hundred 
rifles are being held in readiness for 
distribution to friendly tribesmen among 
selected villages between Shinwari and 
Kohat, and two hundred village levies are 
being enrolled fo; local defence, and up 
to one o'clock this morning there had been 
no news of any fresh developments.

AFGHAN RULER’S

The comparative quiescence of the Shin- 
Waris and Mohmands, who dwell on the 
other side of the border, is very likely due 
to a stern warning from Nadir Shah, the 
ruler oí Afghanistan, not to join the 
Afridis. 

GARDENS HEAVILY SHELLED. 

The south Peshawar gardens were 
heavily shelled last night, and parties of 
Afridis, stated to be returning to Tirah, 
were bombarded near Bara. 

Fresh parties of tribesmen are stated to 
have arrived in the Khajuri plain, where 
a concentration of tribesmen was reported 
a week or so ago. 


MAILS ARRIVE. . 
6.30 p.m. (delayed by Censor). 

After two days’ interruption mails and 
newspapers were delivered in Peshawar 
to-day. The train service to Nowshera 
has been resumed. 

The thickly-wooded gardens surrounding 
Peshawar have been declared dangerous, 
and the area has been closed to the 
population.

GERMANY AT THE 
CROSS-ROADS. .. 


. MOMENTOUS ISSUE FOR 
EUROPE. **’ 


In án 'editorial article The Times of. to- 
day observes;:— Fhe German Republic has 
just celebrated officially the eleventh 
anniversary of the adoption of the Weimar 
Constitiition, which first’ gave to the 
German people the full measure of respon- 
sible government. The significance of the 
occasion was, no doubt, enhanced by the 
natural satisfaction felt by every citizen 
at the complete and final evacuation: of 
the occupied territories. Yet, judging 
from the utteragices of the BPress, a 
distinct note of anxiety, not to say mis- 
giving, was distinctly perceptible; for 
in spite of the remarkable manner in 
which the Republican Constitution: has 
succeeded, under the greatest difficulties, 
in winning over to itself the affection of 
the great mass of the people—an achieve- 
ment which has been in no sinall measure 
due to the wisdom of the late President 
Ebert and to the steadfast loyalty of 
his suecessor, President Hindenburg—the 
working of the parliamentary system has 
not proved altogether satisfactory. After 
more than a decade, punctuated at 
intervals during the earlier years by the 
threat of revolution, the normal function- 
ing of the. machinery of government has 
once more been saved from complete dead- 
lock only by the emergency provisions of 
Article 48 of the Constitution, which. 
with a wise prevision, allows. for a tem- 
porary suspension of parliamentary rule. 

FINANCIAL REFORM. 

It would be not only rash, but also 
inappropriate, adds The Times, to 
attempt to predict what alignment of 
parties the new Reichstag will eventually 
show. The German people: must decide 
for themselves by what complexion of 
government. they desire to be ruled; but 
there can be no doubt whatever that the 
issue which: will be placed before the 
electors in a month's time is a momentous 
one, not merely to Germany itself, but 
also for Europe. The various political 
groups in the Reichstag have so far 
refused to face squarely the all-important 
question of. financial reform, to which the 
Agent-General for Reparations once more 
drew attention in his final report. The 
events of the past few months have clearly 
shown that, now that Germany Is once 
more in complete control of her financial 
destiny, the issue can no longer be evaded 
without imperilling not merely the final 
settlement of the reparation problem, so 
laboriously elaborated last year-in Paris 
and The Hague, but also the financial 
stability of the Reich itself. That is why 
the world is watching with such interest 
the outcome of the elections. During the 
past ten vears the German people, in spite 
of great difficulties and not a few tempta- 
tions, have shown a commendable measure 
of discipline and good sense; nor is there 
any reason to doubt that in the choice 
which is before them they will'once more 
display these valuable qualities.

SEVERE COMMENT. 


USE OF IRISH AS 
TEACHING MEDIUM. -

Teaching methods in various subjects, 
and, indeed, teachers in the Irish Free 
State primary schools are subjected to 
severe criticism in the report of the Free 
State Department of Education for 
1928-29. 

The report records an improvement an 
the use ot Irish as a medium of instruction 
in the training colleges. The Church of 
Ireland..Training College, it adds, “ has 
not naturally been able to make such 
progress in the use of Irish as a medium 
of instruction as the other training 
colleges owing to the fact that the 
knowledge of Irish of many of those at 
present entering this college is very 
limited. Notwithstanding this difficulty. 
which it is hoped will gradually disappear 
when the Preparatory College students 
become available, a very steady improve- 
ment is noticeable in regard to the fluency 
in Irish of the trained students and in 
regard to their ability to use lrish as a 
teaching medium.”’ i 

There has been a distinct advamce in 
the use of Irish in the home and in the 
social life of the colleges generally, . . . 
This has had a very beneficial effect on 
the students in the matter of and 
freedom in the use of Irish in their every- 
day life, and while, naturally, the 
Janguage of some of the students lacks 
the richness and strength of the native 
speaker's Irish, this defect is becoming 
less noticeable.”’

WEAKNESS IN ARITHMETIC. 

“ Arithmetic continues to be a weak 
subject in the majority of the schools. 
However, a good deal of the public 
criticism of the primary teacher of this 
subject is not justified.’’ Forty years 
ago there was practically no teaching of 
the science of arithmetic such as is done 
to-day. Nowadays reasons for the pro- 
cesses are taught from the beginning; th: 
subject is taught not entirely for its 
utilitarian value, was done three or 
four decades ago, but as the chief agent 
or mental exercise in a primary schoo! for 
developing the reasoning power. 

Another vital, point is that the time 
requirements for new subjects such as 
Irish and Nature Studv have caused a 
greater curtailment of the time available 
for aritiimet’: than for any other subject ; 
‘but that the relative decline in arith- 
metical knowledge in the primary schools 
is due to less active work on the part 
of the teachers is simply fallacy. It is 
the opinion of the inspectors of this 
division that the vast majority of the 
teachers of to-day work with a reguiarity 
and steadiness never, perhaps, exceeded 
by any oftheir predecessors.”’ 

It is stated further that “ teachers are 
the slaves. of text books that reflect only 
the life of towns. Yet common-sense 
should convince them that children will 
visualise and deal numerically with things 
they are acquainted with more easily than 
with things outside their world or life of 
experience. 

‘Outside the Gaeltacht,’ 
added, ‘‘ the progress in the use of Jrish 
as-a medium of instruction ‘is slow. This 
is not to be wondered at, as only about 
one-fourth of the teachers- 
holding bilingual or higher certificates-- 
aré really competent to give such teach- 
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provide a corporate framework for a world- 


ing, end a large proportion of these 1s 
fhassed in the ‘ Gaeltacht.’ ’ 


LOCAL KNOWLEDGE. 


Dealing with the use of local colour in 
teaching, the report states :—‘‘ Up to the 
present, the mental attitude of indiffer- 
ence to their surroundings one finds 
among so many teachers is saddening.’’ 
An ambitious and studious young teacher 
was quite astray about the identity of an 
imposing mountain ridge within view of 
bis school, and not more than eight miles 
distant. /A “ principal ” twelve years in 
the district, and for many years marked 
“highly efficient,’’ stated that he had 
heard 6f, but had not seen, a prehistoric 
nroniment atout a mile from the school, 
which is figured in Wood Martin s “ Rude 
Stone Monuments of Ireland.’’

INQUEST ON SIX 
VICTIMS. 
THE ‘CORONER AND 
NEGLIGENCE. 


TE inguest was resumed at Sit- 
tingbourne yesterday on the ax 
victims of the aeroplane accident at 
Meopham, Kent, on July 2]st. 


The coroner said that he did ot 
see that any useful purpose could be 
served by adjourning the inquest 
until after the inquiry by the Aero- 
nautical Research Committee which 
the Government had decided to hold. 
He took full responsibility for advis- 
ing the jury to-give their verdict that 

ay. | 

The jury found that the. victims 
met death through falling from. an 
aeroplane, the cause of the accident 
being unknown. 


The victims of the aecident were: The 
Marquess of Dufferin and Ava, Viscountess 
Ednam. Sir Edward Ward, Mrs. Henrik 
Leoffler, Colonel George Lockhard Piercy 
Henderson (pilot of the machine), and 
Mr. Charles Durban Shearing (the reserve 
pilot). 

Since the accident, pearls and jewels, 
which, it is believed, belonged to 
Viscountess Ednam and Mrs, . Leoffler, 
have been found in the neighbourhood. It 
is stated that the two women. were wear: 
ing or carrying jewellery and precious 
stones worth £65,000. nde 

For the first time, a model of the 
wrecked machine was-in court. - There was 
again an assembly of experts interested 
in the technical side of aviation. 

Mr. Dawson Cotton, representing rela- 
tives of the Marquess of Dufferin and Ava, 
asked whether a statement could be made 
on behalf of the Air Ministry as to any 
inquiry on the technical side. His in- 
structions were not to press at the inquest 
the question whether there was negligence 
or not. ‘‘ That is a matter entirely for 
the Air Ministry,’’ he said, “' to investi- 
gate in the interests of the public. The 
Air Ministry. will have an inquiry, and 
make a report in any case.” 

EXPERTS TO INVESTIGATE. 

Major Cooper, of the Air Ministry, who 
again sat with the Coroner, said: ‘‘ The 
Secretary of State for Air has decided to 
refer the whole of the evidence available 
to the Aeronautical Committee, and to 
refer the further investigation to that 
body.”’ 

The Coroner--The Air Ministry will 
deal with the more highly technica! points 
of the inquiry. I think we can confine 
ourselves to the evidence as to the proper 
working of the machine, and | evidence 
that we know there is no conjecture about, 
and ask the jury to find a more or less 
open Verdict as to the cause, leaving it 
free for the Air Ministry, if they can, to 
find one. i 

A STRANGE NOISE. 

Alfred Ernest Parsons, of Leylands, 
Meopham, said :—‘‘I was working in the 
garden when I heard an aeroplane making a 
strange noise, and, looking up, I saw some 
object come fiom the clouds. The noise 
was like the shrieking of a whistle. I heard 
a loud report, and then heard something 
crashing through the air towards me. I ran 
three or four yards and saw the blade of an 
u@ioplane propeller crash. through the. hedge. 

“Í looked up again and could see the 
aeroplane rushing through the air with only 
one wing. It would be about 150 feet 
high. I ran to where the machine fell and 
helped to release the pilot. The blade of 
the propeller, which fell in the hedge, would 
be about forty yards away from where the 
engine fell.’’ 

Mr. George Seager, of Médpham, said that 
the first thing he saw dropping from the 
clouds was one of the wings. The whole 
of the machine was in pieces. He saw the 
tail follow the wing, and the fuselage was 
the last to crash to the ground. 

Major Cooper, Inspector of Accidents, Air 
Ministry, said that the wreckage was 
scattered in a more or less straight line over 
a distance of one and a half miles. The 
parts found in the most westerly direction 
were the accumulators, and the body of a 
passenger, and at the other end of the line 
there was a certain portion of the fuselage. 

WHAT EXAMINATION REVEALED. 

** A detailed examination has revealed no 
evidence of faulty material or bad work. 
manship in the construction of the aircraft.’’ 
said Maior Copper. “In my opinion, it 
has established bevond reasonable doubt a 
certain number of facts. _ Firstly, that the 
port main ‘plane was’ wrenched from the 
machine in an upward direction ; 
the wing folded or collapsed directly upwards 
at the junction of the centre portion of the 
Diane. Secondly. the engine, complete with 
its bearers, had broken out. of the machine 
across a line from the leading edge of the 
‘plane up to the front of the cockpit. The 
tail unit had broken off in the air on the port 
side. The passengers in the machine were 
thrown through the port aille of the cabin. 

He wes perfectly satisf€d that the whole 
of the air screw fell to the ground with the 
engine. The possibility of a blade of the 
propeller coming off in the air had been fully 
explored, and he had come to the definite 
conclusion that no such thing had happened 

FLYING NORMALLY. 

Both blades of the propeller had struck 
the ground with the engine, and one of the 
hlades shot into a hedge. The engine was 
driven into the ground about eighteen inches, 
From the examination which had been made 
of the wreckage, and from statements which 
he had taken from eye-witnesses, he was of 
the opinion that the aircraft had been seen 
flying normally in the direction of Crovdon 
at a height of between 800 and 1,000 feet. 
Che machine had been flying on the fringe of 


the clouds, and passed from the sight of 
people on the ground. Hé estimated that 
trom the time it disappeared until the crash 
fifteen to twenty seconds would have elapsed. 

The ‘plane entered the clouds flying nov- 
mally, and then came out im a broken condi- 
tion. He had se far been unable to arrive 
at a final conclusion as to the sequence in 
which the various parts of the machine broke, 
and it-was that 
of Air had decided to refer to the 'Aero- 
nautical Kesearch. Committee.. 


NOT OVERLOADED. 

Major Cooper: said that he was satisfied 
that the machine was not overloadéd. An 
English. certificate of air-worthiness was not 
issued in corinection with this machine, as it 
had a German certificate. The three log 
books were in order, as also was the German 
certificate of air-worthiness, contained in a 
pocket with the list of passengers and the 
daily. certificate of safety. The last-named 
was quite in ucder, and was counter-signed 
by the pilot, That was actually signed be- 
fore the flight from Croydon. 

Asked whether he found any defect in the 
material or workmanship of the machine, and 
whether they amy mae with the law, Major 
Cooper replied, “No doubt the machine vom- 
plied with the law in Germany.” 

Mr. Valentine Holmes, for the representa- 
tives of Sir Edward Ward and Mrs. 
Loeffler, questioned Major Cooper as to the 
construcion of the Aeronautical Research 


Committee, 
A BODY OF EXPERTS. 

He said it was a body of experts and 
scientists outside.the Air Ministry to whom 
the Ministry referred problems-on which it 
desired advice, He could not say at present 
whether relatives of the victims would be 
able to attend. and ask ,sguestions, but it 
was quite definite that the konclusions arrived 
at by the Committee would be published. 
All material evidence would be gladly ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. Holmes—It is essential that at, some 
time the representatives of the people who 
were in this aeroplane should have an oppor- 
tunity of asking questions to ascertain how 
the accident happened. At. the present 
moment Major Cooper alone is informed on 
the subject. If this is to be my last chante 
to question him, I must ask to examine him 
on technical matters. 

Major Cooper—I think there is no question 
about you having an opportunity of putting 
questions advancing theomes, or obtaining 
any information you roqnue at the meetings 
of the Committee. 

NO EVIDENCE OF NEGLIGENCE. 

The Coroner said that he desired to grant 
all facilities fox an open inquiry, but he could 
not see that an, adjournment would really 
help. “They were not a tribunal that could 
sit in judgment on a technical matter. 

Mr. Holmes—But a technical inquiry will 
not be in the least concerned whether there 
has been negligence on the part of any one 
person or company, and that is what I want 
to find out. 

Major Cooper—I have stated definitely that 
I found no evidence of negligence in any 
shape or form. 

Mr. Holmes—At the present moment you 
say that, Major Cooper, but I want to test it. 

Major Cooper—Whatever the cause of the 
aceident, it does not appear to me at present 
to be due to negligence cn the art of any- 
one, . 

The Corona—The negligence which “would 
be important in this inquiry would be criminal 
negligence. If it is a matter of civil negli- 
gence, that is another thing altogether, and 
can be tested at any time throngh the courts. 

Mr Holmes—I quite appreciate that, but 
this is a very extraordinary accident, and 
there is no explanation of it at the moment. 
lf there has been neglizence anywhere I cer- 
tainly think the jury should be allowed to 
consider it. 

The Coroner—It may very well be that the 
negligence, if there was any, has been due. to 
someone who hagelost his lefe. 

Mr. Haslip—I think my friend is trying to 
discover evidence on which to found á civil 
action against my clients. Major Sey has 
said more than once that he can find no 
negligence of any kind. That should ‘satisfy 
him for this inquiry. 

SINGLE-ENGINE MACHINE. 

Major Cooper, replying to Mr, Holmes, 
said :—‘‘ The machine was a comparatively 
new one, its total flying time being oyly 11 
hours.” 

Mr. Holmes—Does the Aa Ministry accept 
German certificates of air ‘worthiness and do 
nothing more. 

Major Cooper—That is a question I am not 
in a position to answer. It has been certified 
air worthy. 

He added that this was a single-engine 
machine. Single-engine machines were still 
allowed to cross the Channel, 

Mr. Holmes—You remember Sir Arthur 
Colefax and his assessors recommended that 
after the first of July, 1930, single-engine 
machines should not be allowed to carry 
passengers across the Channel ?—That is so, 
except for a certain type. 

Evidence as to the type of the machine was 
given by Mr. H. R. Trost, agent for the 
makers. 

“I believe,” he said, “that every com- 
mercial machine can be broken in the air by 
misuse of the controls. There may be possible 
accidental manceuvres of machines which the 
machines are not able to stand.”’ 

[It was conceivable that in bad visibility 
there might be a sudden maneeuvre of the 
machine of such violence as to break it. in an 
effort to avoid nitting the ground. 

‘PECULIAR NOISE.”’ 

Mr. F. G. Amer, chief ground engineer of 
the Walcot Air Line, seid that Colonel 
Henderson reported no difficulty on arriving 
at Croydon from Belgium on the morning of 
the tragedy. When he took off again he 
returned after only eight minutes in the air 
and told witness that there was a peculiar 
noise in the engine which he would like him 
to examine. 

Mr. -Amer, continuing, said :—‘‘I heard 
the noise, lifted the cowling, and found that 
No. ó exhaust joint washer had started to 
blow. I asked him to switch off for me to 
change it. His reply was: ‘It does not 
matter so long as I know what it is’ 
closed the cowling down and fastened it, and 
he took off. 

Mr. Holmes—You did not change the 

washer’—No; the Colonel wanted to go 
straight away. The engine would have been 
perfectly safe even if the washer had blown 
right out. 
i Mr. Harris, the Coroner. addressing the 
jury, said that for the purpose of discharging 
their duty he did not see that any useful pur- 
pose. could be reached adjourning the 
inquest until after the inquiry by the Aero- 
nautical Research Committee. He took full 
responsibility for advising them to give their 
verdict on this evidence, 

The jury retired, and after a few moments 
returned a verdict that the victims met their 
death through falling from an aeroplane, the 
cause of the accident being unknown. 


OBITUARY. 
EARL WALDEGRAVE. 


Earl Waldegrave, who had been ill for 
some time, died shortly before midnight. on 
Tuesday at his home, Chewton Priory, near 
Bath, in his eightieth year. He had been an 
Earl for more than seventy years, having 
succeeded his grandfather in that dignity and 
the other family honours as long ago as 
October, 1859. 

During the latter part of the reign of 
Queen Victoria Lord Waldegrave served two 
terms as a Lord-in-Waiting. He was ‘also 
for ten years (1896 to 1906) Captain of the 
Yeomen of the Guard... He married, in 1874, 
Lady Mary Palmer, second daughter of the 
first Earl of Selborne, and is succeeded by 
his only son, Viscount. Chewton, born in 
1882. The funeral will take place at Chewton 
Mendip on Saturday.

On the east-bound voyage, 
with the prevailing favourable winds and 
all the other five engines in working 
order, it is considered probable that the 
trip can be made in approximately fifty 
hours. 

Among the passengers are Mr. Jacques 
Cartier, of Montreal, a descendant of 
Canada’s famous pioneer navigator, who 
sailed fiom St. Malo, France, to the 
shores of the St. Lawrence in 1534. Ina 
time meastred by hours Mr. Cartier will 
cross the ocean and river route which the 
sailing vessel of his illustrious ancestor 
four centuries ago took several weeks to 
complete. Farewell visits were paid ‘to- 
day to the Governor-General, Lord 
Willingdon, and Mr. Bennett, the 
Dominion Prime Minister, by Wing-Com- 
mander Colmore and Commander Scott, of 
the R100.

‘VALUE OF CONFIDENCE. 


———$ 
. (By D. M. GREIG.) 


During the winter of 1926 I was playing in 
my first tournament on the Riviera. I hed 
been told that any newcomer to Riviera con- 
ditions would find considerabie difficulty in 
timing the ball, because of the mayne light, 
Consequently, in order to get as much prac- 
tice as possible, I played in the handicap 
singles. 

y handicap was round about the owe 50 
mark, After scrambling through a round or 
two, I found myself faced by an exceedingly 
lengthy and genial Irishman. That Irishman 
was G. Lyttleton Rogers, and his handicap 
was very nearly plus 5. 

In spite of these iong odds, we had quite a 
battle, which was only terminated by Rogers 
producing some devastating services at 
critical moments: 

I only mention this to illustrate how far 
Rogers has travelled since then, 


DETERMINED TO SUCCEED. 


Rogers was quite determined then to get 
somewhere near the top, and was quite cer- 
tain that he would be able te do so. 

It took him less. than two years to become 
a star performer. At the time of our first 
meeting, had it been put to me that he woulK 
svon have been No. 1 in Ireland 1 should 
have thought that semeone was trying to pull 
my leg. It did not seem possible. Rogers 
has shown what can be done to unprove one’s 
game if one has the inclination, the time to 
spare and the opportunity, 

Rogers learned most of his tennis in the 
South of France on first-class hard courts. 
This fact, I think, has had no small bearing 
on his game. 

If you play most of your early tennis under 
almost perfect conditions, so that false bounds 
are nearly unknown, and there is no violent 
change day by day in climatic conditions. 
you know what the ball is going to do when 
it hits the ground. ‘This euables you to pre- 
pare to play any particular kind of stroke 
that may take your fancy. It also begets 
confidence, and confidence is a very vital 
factor in playing serious lawn tennis. 


TALLEST PLAYER. 


If you learn to play the game on indifferent 
grass courts you never know what is going 
to happen to the ball, and one automatically 
learns to play a defensive game—confidence is 
lacking. 

To try to half volley a ball, or to take it 
on the rise, is a fatal preceeding on a bad 
court. 

As he played his tennis on the Riviera, 
Rogers for the most part escaped the vagaries 
of the average British grass court, 

Watch him play to-day, and you will notice 
the complete confidence with which he plays 
every sort of stroke. 

Rogers must easily be the tallest first-class 
wel in the game, and you will notice when 
le is serving his hard cannon-ball that he 
uses every inch of his great reach, by throw 
ing the ball well up and coming right down 
on it. 


MOST CASUAL PLAYER. . 


I suppose his main strength lies in his ser 
vice and his forehand drive, but I have seen 
him produce the most beautiful strokes from 
every conceivable position. 

He covers the court without seeming to 
hurry himself in the least; here once more he 
makes fuil use of his great height and reach. 
JT cannot help wondering whether this great 
reach of his is not sometimes the cause of 
Lis undoing. 

At Wimbledon he seemed to like to stroll 
about the court. No man of average height 
could have done that, and if you — stroll 
about when playing you do not get keyed up 
to play your best game. That at least is my 
own experience, and, [ imagine, that of most 
plavers. 

Until 1950 I thought that Cochet, on occa- 
sion, was the most casual! player I had scen— 
that is, of course, until it became necessarv 
for him to bestir himself. When, howevér, I 
watched Rogers play Sotah (the Japanese 
Davis Cup player) and K. C. Peters, who 1s 
a very fine player, he showed how it is pos- 
sible to win matches with the minimum of 
effort. 


LACKS CONCENTRATION. 


Frankly, to me, Rogers is an enigma. He is 
a very fine player, but how goed he actually 
is, or how good he may be im the future, | 
will not venture to say. ? 

At the moment the player who would, I 
think, upset him is one who is able to hit the 
ball hard, and so make Regers move more 
quickly than he likes. 

He has beautiful strokes, supreme  con- 
but what I think he lacks is con- 
centration. : 

To be a really great match player vou must 
be able to concentrate on the game to the 
exclusion of everything else. I have a feel- 
ing that Kogers only concentrates his whole 
mind on the game in patches, and this does 
not pay against first-class players. 

Rogers bas already gone a long way in 
the game, but I do not think. he has nearly 
reached his zenith.

CHARGE OF “DESERTING 


‘THE SHIP.” 


CRITICISM OF THE 
SPREAD-OVER. 
Se MAE? Bi IAR ie | 


A “ breeze ” occurred at the annual con- 
ference of the Miners’ Federation at Weston- 
Super-Mare yesterday, but there is expected 
to be a much bigger “ clash ” in private this 
afternoon, when Yorkshire will attack the 
Executive and the Federation’s policy in 
connectian with the compromise on hours and 
the acceptance of the: spread-over. 

‘Yorkshire had sent in an emergency resolu- 
tion, condemning the committee for agreeing 
to the spread-over, but this will be ruled out 
of order, and Yorkshire, leaded by Mr. 
Herbert Smith, will, therefore, make their 
challenge when the new Coal Act comes up 
on the Executive's report. A certain amount 
of criticism of the spread-over is expected 
from districts other than Yorkshire. 

The President, Mr. T. Bachards, will de- 
fend the Executive's position, and there is 
little doubt but that there will be a majority 
for endorsement of the Federation's policy in 
accepting the seven-and-a-half hour day as 
an instalment of the reduction in the working 
day, and agree to work the Act as it stands. 

A ‘ BREEZE.” 

Yesterday there was a “ breeze,’’ arising 
from a charge brought against Yorkshire of 
having “ deserted the ship,” and it brought 
up Mr. Herbert Smith, who, having resigned 
the presidency. following a difference on 
tactics, is now standing again in opposition to 
Mr. Richards, 

There was not much yesterday in the way 
of personal recriminations, but in to-day'r 
debate in private it is anticipated that there 
will be a good deal of plain speaking: for 
most districts are determined to thrash out 
the whole of the. circumstances \ surrounding 
the attitude of Yorkshire and Mr. Herbert 
Smith. The personal issue is not likely to 
he avoided, as the strong feeling exists over 
the incidents which led to Mr. Smith’s leav- 
ing the London conference last year. 

Yorkshire, in addition, have a definite 
motion on the agenda calling on the Govern- 
ment to fulfil their pledge to restore the 
sever:-hours’ day, but many of the delegates 
and most of the leaders are prepared to re- 
cognise the economic facts and difficulties of 
the Government. 

A “scene ” occurred yesterday in the 
middle of a debate on a South Wales resolu- 
tion urging upon the coalowners. the de- 
sirability of a national agreement for the 
regulation of wages and conditions of em 
ployment. 

A NEW WAGES AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Mainwaring. the mover, said that when 
South Wales sent this resolution they had 
in mind the necessity that would arise to 
negotiate a new wages agreement. On a 
national basis alone could they arrange a 
wages agreement to benefit the miners in the 
highest degree. District agreements depended 
upon the means adopted by the owners to 
place one district against another. The new 
legislation in the Coal Act and the machinery 
set up would make it more than ever neces- 
sary that a wages agreement should be nego- 
tiated to operate on a national basis. 

Mr. Gill (Bristol) seconded. 

A “ PIOUS '' RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Williams (Forest of Dean) said that 
tha resolution was characteristic of South 
Walesy It was about the most pious and 
impotent resolution on the agenda. 

A South Wales delegate challenged a 
further statement made by Mr. Wiiliams and 
said that it was out of order. 

The Chairman—! will give an answer tha’ 
has often been given by the Speaker of the 
House of Commons—I did not hear it. 

Mr. Williams—That is no compliment to 

you. 
He asked South Wales whether they tvould 
undertake not to negotiate a district agree- 
ment if the Federation resolved that the 
miners must stand by a national agréetment. 
Unless they did that the resolution must be a 
pious one. 

Mr. Hough (Yorkshire) alleged that attempts 
had been made by Mr. Cook and others to 
make the miners believe that the new Coal 
Act would give them a national, agreement. 
Could it be denied that they were told that 
the hill contained the germs of such an agree- 
ment? 

The Secretary (Mr. Cook) protested, and 
said that when assertions like those were 
made they should be given proof for them 
and chapter and verse. 

Mr. Hough—U p to the last conference but 
one we had never left the national agreement. 
We now have the Chairman s statement that 
it is temporarily suspended.’ I say we threw 
the whole thing over, lock, stock and barrel. 

Mr. Cook said that the Coal Act would 
be defended by the Executive in the pr sale 
session to-day.
